To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Newark 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1967.  This  is  the 
10th  Report  that  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  submitting  and  it  will 
be  my  last  one,  but  I  hope  to  assist  in  compiling  the  one  for  the  pre¬ 
sent  year  if  required  to  do  so.  Once  again,  the  health  of  the  district 
remains  very  satisfactory.  It  is  also  the  last  annual  report  made  by 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Catlow,  and  his  co-operation 
has  helped  greatly  in  the  health  of  the  town. 

The  population  figure  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  is  given  as 
25,030,  an  increase  of  160.  This  is  a  more  satisfactory  figure  than 
the  one  quoted  for  1966,  when  it  was  stated  to  be  10.  Inhabited 
dwellings  have  increased  by  370  during  the  year  and,  on  this  basis, 
one  wonders  whether  the  population  figure  is  high  enough! 

The  birth  rate  has  increased  and  the  death  rate  decreased,  and 
there  is  an  overall  natural  increase  of  the  population  of  181.  The 
birth  rate  is  higher  than  that  for  the  whole  country  and  the  death 
rate  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  although 
there  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  compared  with  1966. 

There  has  been  a  marked  fall  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  -  a 
very  good  sign.  The  causes  of  these  deaths  are  interesting  in  that 
50%  were  in  the  early  days  of  birth  and  could  not  be  prevented, 
and  the  remaining  cases  were  serious  congenital  cases  that  would 
have  required  constant  care  and  supervision,  a  constant  source  of 
worry  to  the  parents,  needing  much  medical  attention  etc. 

The  pattern  of  causes  of  death  remains  the  same;  again  heart 
and  circulatory  disease  were  the  commonest.  This  is  followed  by 
cancer  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  there  has  been  a  fall  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung.  This  is  thrown  into  relief  where 
a  small  population  is  concerned,  a  fall  or  rise  of  one  or  two  making  a 
marked  difference  in  the  rates  of  death  for  these  conditions. 

A  significant  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  is  recorded  in  those 
classed  as  “vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.”  These  totalled 
69  in  1966,  and  this  has  been  the  pattern  for  the  last  three  years  but, 
in  1967,  this  figure  has  fallen  to  24.  This  may  be  just  a  co-incidence. 
Similarly  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  respiratory  conditions. 
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My  report  includes  the  usual  table  of  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases.  The  Borough  was  noticeably  free  from  these  diseases 
except  for  the  occurrence  of  measles  occurring  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year,  being  the  continuation  of  the  outbreak  in  the  last  quarter 
of  1966.  On  the  basis  of  the  biennial  pattern  of  measles  an  outbreak 
should  occur  in  the  autumn  of  1968.  The  measles  vaccination 
campaign  started  in  the  early  summer  of  1968  will,  I  hope,  prevent 
this  but,  up  to  the  time  of  writing,  the  progress  of  the  campaign 
has  been  “queered"  by  the  outbreak  occurring  rather  earlier  than 
was  imagined. 

in  the  midsummer  period  one  case  of  fatal  tuberculous  mening¬ 
itis  occurred  in  a  baby  girl,  and  other  cases  have  been  traced  from 
that  family.  Seven  other  cases  of  meningitis  were  admitted  to 
Isolation  Hospital  but  were  not  of  the  meningococcal  variety,  one 
being  a  complication  of  influenza  and  the  others  classed  as  “viral 
menginitis."  All  7  cases  made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

The  immunisation  and  vaccination  procedures  continued  during 
the  year,  the  figures  generally  being  slightly  better  than  in  1966; 
primary  vaccinations  against  smallpox  were  slightly  down.  During 
the  year  14  children  were  given  measles  vaccine  by  general  practi¬ 
tioners  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  As  already  stated, 
this  service  was  also  started  by  the  Local  Health  Authorities  generally 
in  the  early  summer  of  this  year,  i.e.,  1968.  This  campaign  against 
measles  is  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  vaccine  is 
supplied  free  to  the  Local  Health  Authorities  for  the  first  year. 

The  cervical  cytology  clinic  has  continued  weekly  during  the 
year;  there  were  approximately  780  new  attendances  for  this  clinic, 
plus  a  further  1 15  who  attended  for  the  2  yearly  check-up.  Out  of 
these  figures  5  positive  cases  of  possible  cancer  of  the  cervix  were 
discovered  and  referred  for  urgent  investigation  and  action  by 
gynaecological  specialists.  Once  again  attendances  declined  partic¬ 
ularly  in  the  summer  months.  Figures  improved  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  and  a  large  proportion  of  these  were  the  persons  who 
remembered  that  it  was  strongly  recommended  at  the  inception  of 
the  scheme  that  a  review  should  be  made  at  the  period  of  every 
two  years. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect  of  elderly 
people,  although  one  always  suspects  that  there  are  some  cases  of 
elderly  people  who  could  do  with  “care  and  attention." 

Water  supplies  are  adequate,  and  satisfactory,  and  there  are  no 
plumbo-solvency  properties  in  the  water.  It  will  be  noted  that  the 
natural  fluoride  content  of  the  Farnsfield  supply  is  stated  to  be  0.1  1 
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parts  per  million.  This  is  about  l/10th  of  the  amount  required  to 
prevent  dental  decay  in  children.  The  addition  of  this  extra  fluoride 
content  has  been  requested  by  the  local  Health  Authority,  but  the 
Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  has  not  yet  implemented 
this  request. 

Work  continued  during  the  year  on  the  construction  of  the  new 
sewage  works  and  good  progress  was  made  on  the  second  phase  of 
this  project.  On  refuse  disposal,  additional  tipping  space  was 
acquired  during  the  year,  but  the  position  needs  to  be  kept  under 
constant  review.  This  has  become  a  universal  problem  to  all 
Authorities,  particularly  as  refuse  becomes  more  bulky. 

Slum  clearance  work  was  pursued  during  the  year  on  a  somewhat 
reduced  basis.  The  explanation  for  this  appears  in  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector's  report,  viz:,  the  original  target  was  reached  and 
exceeded  and  now  it  will  be  largely  a  case  of  individual  substandard 
properties  that  will  require  action.  The  inspectors  have  done  a 
magnificent  job  of  work  in  this  respect  and,  in  my  opinion,  they 
have  the  best  record  in  the  County  regarding  slum  clearance  work. 

It  has  often  been  said  that  there  is  a  good,  safe  and  clean  water 
supply,  a  very  good  hygenic  clean  food  supply,  but  there  is  still  the 
question  of  air  pollution  or,  as  it  has  been  said,  “dirty  air'’  and 
“the  sewage  of  the  air.”  In  other  words,  one  of  the  most  important 
essentials  of  life  is  very  unsatisfactory  from  a  pollution  aspect.  With 
the  increased  use  of  central  heating  this  problem  will  be  reduced 
but,  as  the  Borough  is  not  in  a  black  zone  the  problem  of  clean  air 
zones  has  not  been  pursued  up  to  the  present  time.  The  position 
at  the  moment  is  that  approximately  75%  of  air  pollution  is  due  to 
low  level  domestic  smoke,  but  with  the  method  of  heating  in  some 
of  the  new  Council  property,  i.e.s  gas  heated/hot  air,  there  is  no  air 
pollution  problems.  There  have  been  complaints  of  grit  pollution 
from  the  Staythorpe  Power  Station,  but  new  grit  arresting  apparatus 
is  being  installed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  source  of  pollution  will  be 
eliminated.  The  new  apparatus  is  extensive,  very  costly,  but  the 
first  phase  is  proving  very  efficient.  Altogether  it  is  a  major  scheme 
for  reducing  the  grit  pollution,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  tenants 
of  the  Council's  housing  estate  at  Hawtonville  will  be  less  troubled 
by  this  fall  out. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  everybody  who  has  helped 
us  in  our  endeavours  during  the  year,  all  members  of  the  Council, 
Chief  Officers  and  Staff,  ancillary  health  services,  especially  the 
County  Health  Staff  on  the  personal  health  side.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  year  Dr.  Margetts,  who  had  been  a  very  great  and  sincere 
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colleague,  and  of  valuable  assistance  at  all  times,  retired  through  ill- 
health  and  shortly  afterwards  passed  away.  We  shall  all  miss  him 
and  the  Health  Services  are  very  much  poorer  since  his  death. 

My  colleagues  in  the  Health  Department  have  always  been  a 
great  help  and  I  am  very  thankful  for  this.  Like  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  this  report  will  be  my  last  official  one,  as  I  shall 
retire  shortly  after  compiling  this  document.  I  would  like  to  say  a 
very  sincere  thank  you  to  all  who  have  helped  -  it  makes  life  so 
much  easier.

There  is  also  a  sun  bathing 
lawn,  children’s  paddling  pool  and  playground. 

Water  in  the  open-air  pool  is  filtered  through  a  strainer  at  the 
deep  end.  After  filtration  the  water  is  chemically  dosed  and  passes 
through  2  Bell  Bros.  Sand  Filters  which  ensure  a  complete  change 
of  water  every  six  hours. 

From  the  filters,  after  being  chlorinated,  the  water  re-enters 
the  pool,  via  the  fountain  at  the  shallow  end.

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  where  domestic  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence 
of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  ill, 
aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  5s.  3d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount  the  County  Council’s  Scale 
of  Assistance  is  applied.

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Housing  and  Public  Health  Administration 

In  the  year  under  review  only  40  dwellings  were  dealt  with  by 
the  Department  as  individually  unfit,  this  is  1 3  less  than  in  1966. 

Since  survey  and  clearance  of  sub  standard  properties  began 
1,072  dwellings  have  been  closed  or  demolished  and  this  total  brings 
the  programme  envisaged  in  1955  virtually  to  an  end.  The  total 
is  272  in  excess  of  the  approximated  figure  of  1955  reached  after  a 
very  quick  survey  requested  by  the  Ministry.  I  feel  that  the  figure 
of  90  houses  per  year  reflects  great  credit  on  all  Committees  and 
Departments  concerned. 

In  December  a  survey  was  commenced  to  ascertain  the  number 
of  dwellings  without  the  standard  amenities  and  whether  it  was 
possible  to  provide  these  either  by  making  Improvement  Areas  or 
by  individual  improvement  grants.  This  survey  has  shown  very 
clearly  the  large  number  of  houses  which  are  under-occupied 
particularly  in  relation  to  sleeping  accommodation,  if  some  method 
of  exchange  were  possible  I  am  convinced  that  quite  a  lot  of  housing 
problems  would  be  solved. 

Following  on  from  this  survey  some  cases  may  be  found  which 
by  reason  of  situation  i.e.  no  space  for  extension  to  provide  a 
bathroom,  two  bedroomed  houses  where  the  size  of  family  does  not 
permit  the  conversion  of  a  bedroom,  or  the  size  of  ground  floor 
rooms  is  not  sufficient  to  allow  any  portion  being  taken  for  this 
purpose. 

It  is  probable  that  at  some  future  date  such  properties  will  have 
to  be  dealt  with  as  unfit  houses  but  I  cannot  envisage  this  type  of 
property  being  found  in  any  great  numbers. 

The  number  of  complaints  is  lower  than  last  year  due  mainly 
to  the  demolition  of  sub-standard  properties  over  past  years. 

Your  Rodent  Operators  have  been  fully  occupied  during  the 
year  with  Contract  Services  and  complaints. 

In  many  cases  the  source  of  infestation  is,  after  drain  testing 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  found  to  be  due  to  a  faulty  drain 
or  sewer  and  when  these  are  repaired  the  infestation  ceases. 

Only  two  formal  notices  were  served  in  connection  with  choked 
or  defective  drains  serving  more  than  one  premise  in  different 
ownership. 

Before  these  notices  are  served  a  visit  is  paid  to  the  owner  and 
the  position  explained,  this  prevents  any  worries  which  receipt  of 
the  notice  may  cause  and  in  most  cases  leads  to  willing  co-operation 
from  the  owners.

Clean  Air  Act 


Complaints  under  this  heading  have  been  non-existent  with 
regard  to  industrial  smoke,  but  several  have  been  received  which 
were  found  to  be  due  to  persons  burning  wire,  to  remove  the  insula¬ 
tion  so  as  to  sell  the  wire  for  scrap. 

Heating  of  houses  by  burning  bituminous  coal  is  now  the  major 
cause  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  Borough.  The  installation  of 
central  heating  by  various  fuels  in  older  owner  occupied  houses  as 
well  as  on  new  private  estates  will  each  year  diminish  such  pollution 
but  the  problem  will  still  be  with  us  for  many  years  unless  some  form 
of  control  is  instituted.  As  last  year  1  repeat  that  the  saving  in 
costs  of  decorating  is  considerable  where  central  heating  is  installed 
and  1  am  sure  that  if  occupiers  of  premises  could  be  made  to  realise 
this  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  would  decrease. 

Food  Inspection 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  is  very  near  to  the  figure  of 
1966,  16,848  as  against  16,804. 

Although  more  animals  have  gone  direct  to  the  Abattoir  for 
immediate  slaughter  for  firms  outside  the  town  due  to  the  restriction 
of  movement  caused  by  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  outbreak, 
other  animals  purchased  by  local  butchers  at  markets  outside  the 
town  have  been  slaughtered  at  the  nearest  abattoir  and  brought 
into  the  town  ready  dressed,  because  of  these  factors  the  throughput 
has  varied  very  little. 

As  for  several  years  now  the  return  for  carcases  condemned  for 
Tuberculosis  is  Nil,  and  again  this  year  the  standard  of  stock  sent 
for  slaughter  has  been  the  highest  possible  and  reflects  great  credit 
on  both  producers  and  traders. 

The  number  of  carcases  and  offals  condemned  for  any  cause  has 
fallen  by  two  to  34  and  the  number  of  carcases  affected  with  Cysticer- 
cosis  has  fallen  from  11  to  3,  this  is  a  very  gratifying  reduction. 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  has  been  maintained  and 
it  is  only  by  this  spot  checking  that  one  can  ascertain  that  all  steps 
are  being  taken  to  comply  with  the  appropriate  legislation  and  to 
ensure  the  high  standards  required  in  such  premises. 

Rodent  Control 

The  service  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  all 
premises  having  been  surveyed  at  least  once  and  the  contracts  for 
regular  treatments  have  given  great  satisfaction  to  the  occupiers  of 
such  premises. 
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A  treatment  carried  out  on  the  sewers  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year  again  showed  very  little  infestation  and  I  am  convinced  that 
the  treating  of  drain  inspection  chambers  when  a  block  of  property 
is  being  treated  is  having  a  very  satisfactory  result. 


The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

The  number  and  frequency  of  inspections  under  the  Act  has 
been  maintained  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  visits  being  224 
compared  with  223  inspections  in  1966. 

There  have  been  during  the  year  a  few  new  registrations  and 
changes  due  to  change  of  tenancy  and  closures  of  businesses  and 
this  has  meant  a  careful  noting  of  such  changes  and  amendment  of 
records. 

Inspections  generally  have  not  revealed  any  outstanding  prob¬ 
lems  or  particularly  poor  conditions  but  there  is  as  always  a  consid¬ 
erable  variation  in  standards  of  compliance  ranging  from  those 
premises  where  conditions  are  very  good,  and  it  is  obvious  that 
employers  are  conscious  of  their  obligation  to  their  staffs,  to  the 
premises  where  only  a  minimum  standard  is  achieved.  With  this 
in  mind  one  feels  that  it  would  be  advantageous  to  concentrate  visits 
to  these  premises  with  minimum  standards  with  a  view  to  some 
improvement  particularly  regarding  lighting  and  decoration. 

Accidents  reported  have  been  few  in  number  (5)  none  being  very 
serious  and  all  involved  younger  people  which  seems  to  suggest  that 
the  eagerness  of  youth  may  contribute  to  accidents,  certainly  one 
accident  occurred  as  a  young  lady  hurried  off  at  the  close  of  work 
and  slipped  on  a  wet  surface. 

During  the  year  there  have  again  been  no  prosecutions  nor  have 
any  problems  arisen  which  have  not  been  resolved  by  discussion 
and  persuasion. 

As  this  is  my  last  Annual  Report  before  retiring  in  March  1968, 
I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  all  the  help  I  have  received 
from  all  officers  of  the  Corporation  and  in  particular  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  North,  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Health 
Department.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  1967.  The 
Health  and  Health  Services  remain  very  satisfactory. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  for  mid- 1967 
is  53,250  an  increase  of  1,150.  One  would  expect  a  greater  figure 
for  the  total  population  on  the  basis  of  inhabited  dwellings. 

The  infant  mortality  figure  has  fallen.  The  previous  year's 
figure  had  increased  greatly  but  the  1967  figure  has  fallen  to  17.8, 
and  this  compares  well  with  the  national  figure  of  1 7.2.  The  number 
of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  was  18  compared  with  24  in 
1966.  Half  of  these  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  three  days 
after  birth.  Prematurity  played  a  very  large  part  in  the  cause  of 
the  deaths.  All  except  3  of  the  18  deaths  occurred  in  hospital. 

The  birth  rate  has  fallen  slightly,  largely  because  of  the  increase 
in  population,  as  the  number  of  births  is  practically  the  same  as  in 
1966.  This  rate  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  the  country 
generally. 

The  death  rate  has  fallen  and  the  district  figure  is  below  that  of 
England  and  Wales.  The  “comparative  figures”  for  the  Rural 
District  and  the  country  generally  are  very  similar. 

The  pattern  of  causes  of  death  remains  the  same,  i.e.,  heart  and 
circulatory  disease  being  the  commonest  cause,  followed  by  cancer 
and  respiratory  disease.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  i.e.,  27  in 
1967  compared  with  21  in  1966.  Although  this  appears  a  significant 
increase,  the  rate  per  1,000  population  is  0.51  compared  with  the 
figure  of  0.56  per  1,000  for  the  whole  country  in  1966, 

There  would  also  appear  to  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  compared  with  1966.  This  points 
to  the  question  of  air  pollution  which  is  still  a  serious  problem, 
nationally.  One  would  like  to  see  solid  fuel  so  that  no  smoke 
problems  arise  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  experimental  appliances 
being  devised  will  be  a  success  in  enabling  coal  to  be  burnt  without 
the  pollution  of  air  by  smoke.  Perhaps  the  time  is  not  too  far 
distant  when  grants  will  be  offered  to  householders  to  install  appli¬ 
ances  to  consume  solid  fuels  smokelessly  in  areas  not  classed  as 
“black  zones.”  This  should  markedly  help  the  problem  of  clean  air. 
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Complaints  are  made  from  neighbouring  districts  of  air  pollution 
from  the  Staythorpe  Power  Station  in  your  Rural  District.  These 
complaints  are  largely  about  grit  fall-out.  Very  extensive  work  is 
being  carried  out  by  the  Generating  Board  to  alleviate  this.  Extreme¬ 
ly  expensive  apparatus  is  being  installed  over  many  months  and  one 
electrostatic  grit  precipitator  was  installed  during  the  year.  This  has 
been  shown  to  be  bery  efficient.  Further  precipitators  are  to  be 
installed,  and  a  different  type  of  grit  arrestor  on  the  older  station  as 
the  electrostatic  type  will  not  work  on  this  station.  This  should 
remove  this  trouble. 

Complaints  were  investigated  about  a  hen  manure  drying  plant 
in  one  of  your  villages.  Whilst  this  plant  still  gives  trouble,  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  nuisance  will  be  eliminated.  A  gas  scrubber  was 
installed  at  considerable  expense  by  the  operators,  but  there  is  still 
need  for  improvement  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report. 

Finally,  on  the  causes  of  death,  it  is  nice  to  note  that  no  suicides 
have  been  recorded  during  the  year!  This  is  very  satisfactory  but 
it  has  not  been  continued  during  1968  -  already  there  has  been  2. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  for  the  past  10  years  are  included 
in  the  report.  This  period  covers  my  term  in  office  with  the  District, 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  how  conditions  have  altered.  Tuber¬ 
culosis  has  been  reduced  probably  largely  due  to  improved  social 
conditions  over  the  last  decade.  The  main  infectious  disease  is 
measles,  and  this  is  usually  a  biennial  outbreak.  However,  it  would 
appear  to  be  fairly  rampant  every  year,  and  this  may  be  due  to  a 
large  Rural  District  with  some  fairly  large  concentrations  of  popu¬ 
lation  which  may  tend  to  keep  an  outbreak  going  over  some  consid¬ 
erable  time. 

The  vaccination  and  immunisation  programmes  have  proceeded 
satisfactorily,  and  it  will  be  noticed  from  the  table  of  infectious 
disease  how  effective  the  schemes  have  been.  No  cases  of  polio¬ 
myelitis  since  1960,  and  diphtheria  has  not  even  had  a  column 
allotted  in  our  table.  The  last  cases  were  recorded  in  1946,  and 
prior  to  that  dnte  a  few  cases  were  recorded  every  year.  The  saving 
in  health,  pr^icssional  skill  and  hospital  cost  has  been  tremendous 
compared  with  the  small  cost  of  the  service.  On  B.C.G.  vaccina¬ 
tion  the  number  of  children  “positive  to  the  T.B.  test”  is  reduced. 
There  is  a  steady  trend  in  this  respect  over  the  years,  and  it  shows 
that  fewer  children  are  being  exposed  to  tuberculosis,  again  an  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  reduced  incidence  of  this  disease  due  largely  to  improved 
social  conditions.  During  the  present  year,  1968,  measles  vaccina¬ 
tion  was  started,  and  it  is  to  be  anticipated  that  this  disease  will  be 
very  much  reduced  in  the  future. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Rural  District  remains  adequate  and 
wholesome,  and  there  is  no  plumbo-solvency.  No  adverse  reports 
have  been  received  from  the  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board. 
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There  were  requests  for  fluoridation  of  the  water  supplies  from  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council,  as  the  local  Health  Authority, 
for  this  to  be  carried  out,  but  the  Water  Board  have  not,  to-date, 
implemented  this  scheme.  This  would  be  a  valuable  preventive 
measure  to  reduce  dental  caries  in  the  coming  generations. 

Work  has  gone  ahead  during  the  year  upon  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal.  The  Lowdham  sewerage  scheme  came  into  operation 
during  1967,  and  work  continued  on  the  Ravenshead  and  Blidworth 
Sewerage  Schemes.  Very  extensive  work  is  proceeding  on  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  in  the  district  at  very  great  cost,  but  it  will  be  a 
very  great  benefit  to  the  health  of  the  district. 

Refuse  collection  has  proceeded  and  details  of  this  work  appears 
in  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report.  Refuse  disposal  is  a 
problem  but,  up-to-date,  it  would  appear  that  tipping  space  is 
adequate  for  immediate  needs.  This  is  a  national  problem  as  refuse 
becomes  more  bulky,  and  with  reduced  facilities  in  modern  homes  it  is 
not  always  possible  to  burn  combustible  material  which  further 
aggravates  the  disposal  problem. 

Food  inspection  continues  and  details  of  the  meat  inspection 
service  appears  in  Mr.  Hall's  report.  A  further  slaughterhouse  came 
into  operation  at  Epperstone  and  this  is  an  old  establishment  that 
has  been  modernised  up  to  Council's  satisfaction. 

The  personal  health  services  information  has  been  supplied  by 
the  late  Dr.  Margetts  department.  During  1967,  Dr.  Margetts,  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  retired  in  the  Autumn  from  ill-health,  and 
passed  away  early  in  1968.  He  has  been  a  most  helpful  and  valuable 
colleague  to  the  Rural  District.  His  death  was  a  severe  blow  to  all, 
and  he  will  be  sadly  missed  by  all.  Preventive  health  can  ill  afford 
to  lose  such  a  colleague. 

This  will  be  my  last  official  Report  to  the  Council,  and  I  would 
like  to  express  my  very  sincere  appreciation  to  all  who  have  helped 
and  guided  us  in  our  work,  particularly  the  Council,  Chief  Officers, 
the  County  Health  Staff,  and  especially  Mr.  Hall  and  his  fellow 
Inspectors  and  Staff  of  our  Health  Department.

Ambulance  Facilities 

There  are  no  Ambulance  Stations  situated  within  the  Rural 
District,  and  the  ambulance  requirements  of  the  area  are  met  in 
the  main  by  vehicles  operating  from  Stations  in  adjacent  areas 
Newark,  Carlton  and  Mansfield. 


Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to  the 
presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  ill,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  5s.  3d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

Disposal  Scheme,  the  Blidworth/Ravenshead  Sewerage  Scheme  and 
the  construction  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Boughton. 

A  sewerage  scheme  has  been  prepared  which  will  provide  main 
drainage  in  the  Parishes  of  Thurgarton,  Bleasby,  Fiskerton-cum- 
Morton,  Rolleston  and  Upton.  The  approval  of  the  Council  and 
the  County  Council  has  been  received  and  Ministry  approval  is 
awaited. 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  sewering  of  Walesby 
village  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  a  scheme  to 
serve  the  Parishes  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  Rural  District.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newark  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Health  and  Health 
Services  of  the  Rural  District  for  1 967.  These  services  and  the  health 
of  the  district  are  very  satisfactory. 

The  population  has  again  increased  by  260  persons.  This  is 
the  estimated  figure  for  mid- 1967,  as  calculated  by  the  Registrar 
General.  This  figure  is  possibly  on  the  low  side  when  you  consider 
that  there  was  an  increase  of  100  inhabited  dwellings.  Again  there 
was  a  natural  increase  of  183,  i.e.  increase  of  births  over  deaths. 
The  number  of  births  increased  and  the  number  of  deaths  fell 
compared  with  1966. 

The  birth  rate  has  increased  and  is  above  the  national  figure, 
whilst  the  death  rate  has  fallen  and  is  well  below  that  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  sometimes  classed  as  a  good 
index  of  the  health  services,  has  reached  a  low  figure  there  being  one 
less  death  amongst  infants  up  to  the  age  of  1  year.  The  whole  five 
deaths  occurred  in  hospital,  and  all,  except  one,  occurring  in  the 
first  two  days  of  life,  and  these  latter  cases  were  suffering  from 
conditions  that  it  was  almost  impossible  to  treat.  The  other  case 
only  lived  1 1  days  and,  again,  congenital  abnormalities  were  such 
that  treatment  would  be  extremely  difficult,  it  it  could  be  carried  out. 

The  pattern  of  deaths  remains  similar  to  that  of  previous  years, 
and  the  figures  correspond  with  the  previous  incidence  in  the  various 
causes  of  death.  In  the  causes  of  death  the  Registrar  General  has 
credited  the  District  with  one  death  classified  as  “Pregnancy, 
Childbirth,  Abortion”  but  no  record  of  such  a  death  has  been 
notified  to  the  Health  Department  by  the  Local  Registrar  or  from 
other  Registrars’  by  “Inward  Transfer  Death  Slips,”  consequently 
in  my  statement  of  vital  statistics  “Maternal  Mortality”  appears 
as  Nil.  The  Local  Health  Authority  has  only,  this  month,  after 
enquiry  by  my  office,  stated  that  this  death  was  secondary  to  caesarian 
birth  some  time  previously.  The  notification  in  the  Death  Returns 
appeared  as  a  “cardiac  case,”  and  no  mention  appeared  on  the 
records  of  a  maternity  case  being  involved. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  were  much  similiar  to  those  of 
1966.  There  were  many  cases  of  measles  notified  in  the  first  quarter 
of  1967  being  a  continuation  of  the  outbreak  in  the  last  quarter  of 
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1966.  Approximately  the  same  number  of  cases  of  dysentery  were 
notified  from  Balderton  Hospital  as  in  1966.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  year  this  outbreak  “tailed  off“  and  it  would  appear  that  this 
outbreak  is  now  controlled.  This  disease  was  followed  by  one  of 
infectious  jaundice  and  this  was  investigated  with  the  help  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  This  condition  became  notifiable 
in  1968  and  the  Department  will  be  able  to  receive  more  information 
of  the  incidence  of  this  disease  generally.  Infective  jaundice  is 
moderately  common  amongst  younger  people  and  a  minor  outbreak 
occurred  in  a  family  in  a  remote  cottage  with  very  primitive  living 
conditions.  This  caused  a  certain  amount  of  concern  at  the  village 
school  that  they  attended.  An  occasional  case  developed  in  close 
contacts,  and  with  notification  better  control  can  be  obtained 
amongst  school  children. 

The  various  schemes  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  were 
continued  in  the  year  at  a  satisfactory  level.  The  value  of  these 
schemes  is  of  untold  benefit  to  the  community,  and  the  table  of 
notifiable  diseases  printed  in  the  report  goes  back  10  years.  One 
is  left  with  the  problem  of  measles  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new 
measles  vaccine  will  see  the  rapid  decline  of  this  disease.  One  has 
to  go  back  to  1945  to  see  the  report  of  4  cases  of  diphtheria,  and 
there  were  always  cases  being  reported  every  year  prior  to  that  date. 
Similarly  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  has  been  reported  since  1961. 
The  saving  in  health,  professional  skill  and  hospital  accommodation, 
is  very  high  because  of  these  immunisation  procedures,  together 
with  improved  general  services. 

Water  supplies  have  remained  adequate  and  satisfactory,  and 
there  is  no  pi  umbo-solvency  properties  in  the  water  supplies.  No 
adverse  reports  have  been  received  from  the  Water  Boards  supplying 
the  district,  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  regular  information  they  feed 
me  in  this  respect. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  air  pollution  from 
the  Staythorpe  Power  Station,  the  chief  complaint  being  of  grit 
deposits.  Extensive  and  expensive  additions  to  the  boilerhouse 
plant  are  being  undertaken.  These  additions  are  spread  over  many 
months,  and  the  first  electrostatic  dust  depositor  came  into  use 
in  the  Autumn  of  1967.  This  has  proved  very  efficient  up-to-date, 
but  further  depositors  are  being  installed  and  also  extensive  grit 
arrestors  on  the  older  station,  where  the  modern  electrostatic 
apparatus  cannot  be  used  effectively.  When  the  whole  scheme  is 
completed  this  grit  problem  should  be  almost  eliminated. 

During  the  year  Ministry  approval  was  sought,  and  obtained, 
for  the  Winthorpe  Sewerage  Scheme,  and  to  the  terms  of  agreement 
with  Newark  Corporation,  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  at  the 
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Corporation  Works.  Ministry  approval  was  also  secured  for  the 
Harby  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme.  However,  the 
Council  decided  to  incorporate  in  the  Harby  Schemes  the  Thorney 
sewerage  to  be  dealt  with  at  Harby.  During  1968  approval  to  this 
alteration  was  given  by  the  Ministry.  This  scheme  had  been 
repeatedly  postponed  for  financial  reasons  and  a  report  was  sub¬ 
mitted  by  your  Medical  Officer  at  the  Ministry’s  request.  The 
conditions  at  Harby  should  improve  vastly  with  a  modern  sewage 
disposal  scheme. 

The  refuse  collection  system  has  proceeded  satisfactorily.  The 
paper  sack  system  is  working  well,  the  system  being  more  hygienic. 
The  cost  of  the  sack  may  be  more  than  the  provision  of  dustbins  but, 
in  my  opinion  a  less  expensive  vehicle  is  required,  and  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  employees  will  tend  to  balance  up  the  cost  of  the 
sacks.  This  could  be  classed  as  a  more  hygienic  and  efficient  service. 

Work  has  proceeded  during  the  year  on  re-housing  from  sub¬ 
standard  property,  and  properties  have  been  improved  by  discretion¬ 
ary  and  standard  grants.  There  is  still,  however,  quite  a  substantial 
list  of  applicants  requiring  re-housing. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  who  have 
helped  in  the  running  of  the  department,  all  Chief  Officers  and  staff. 
Also  the  County  Health  Staff  and  particularly  the  County  Medical 
Officer  who,  unfortunately,  passed  away  early  in  1968.  He  had  to 
retire  through  ill-health  towards  the  end  of  1967,  and  he  was  always 
a  colleague,  responsible  for  the  personal  health  side  of  the  Rural 
District,  most  sincere,  and  extremely  helpful.  The  County  and 
Districts  will  miss  him,  and  can  ill  afford  to  lose  him. 

This  will  be  my  last  report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
although  1  shall  probably  be  partly  involved  in  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  current  year  1968.  May  I  say  that  I  have  always  enjoyed 
the  work,  and  this  has  been  made  much  easier  by  all  the  help  and 
assitance  that  1  have  received  at  all  times  from  you  Mr.  Chairman, 
the  Members  of  the  Council  and  from  all  the  Staff.
